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Pleadings 


Introduction 

Q. 1. What is Pleading and what material particulars d 
should contain? 

Ans. Pleadings : Pleadings are statement in writing drawn up 
.and filed by each party to a case stating what contention will be at the 
trial and giving all such details as his opponents need to know in 
order to prepare his case in answer. Lord Bacon says , pleading must 
be certain because the adverse party may know where to answer". As 
a rule these are only two pleadings in a suit (a) A statement of claim 
called the plaint in which the plaintiff sets out of his cause of action 
with the necessary particular and (o) A defence called the written 
statement in which the defendant deals with every material fact 
alleged by the plaintiff in plaint and also states any new facts 
which tell in his favour adding such legal objection as he wishes to 
take in his claim. Blackstone in 1768 describes them as "the mutual 
altercations between the plaintiff and defendant, which are at present 
set down and delivered into proper office in writing." 

"Pleadings' as the word indicates, must have originally 
embraced only those formal documents which were subsequent to 
the plaint. The plea" is the natural attitude of the defendant. Ana the 
plaint was originally known as the declaration of Court, the latter term 
applying the separate specific matters, or clause, into which the 
former was sub-divided. 


Under Order VIII, Rule 9 no pleading subsequent to the written 
statement of the defendant other than by way of defence to a claim 
for set off can be presented except by the leave of the Court and 
upon such terms as the Court thinks fit Subsequent pleading is called 
in the case of a plaintiff a written statement and in the case of* 
defendant additional written statement. 

Under Order VIII, Rule 9 the Court may require the plaintiff to 
file a written statement in answer to pleas of the defendant but the 
plaintiff is not as a matter of right except by way of a riGht to set off 
entitle to file any such written statement, this written statement K akn 
called replication. ao

Thev saved the trouble and expense of calling evidence which 
may prove unnecessary in view of the admission of the opposite pa y 
and Y further.by knowing beforehand what points the opposite paly will 
raise at the trials they are prepared to meet them ana are not taken oy 
surprise as they would have been Had there been no rule of pleading 
to compel the parties to lay bare this case before the opposite pa .y 
before the commencement of the actual triai. 

The fundamental rules of pleading in Englano on which the 
provisions of Order VI, C.P.C. are based are four, i.e.: 

I (/) Every pleading must state facts and not law. 
i (//) It must state all material facts and material facts only. 

{jjj\ it must state only facts on which the party pleading renes 

' and the evidence by which they are to be proved. 

(,V) it must state such facts concisely, but with precision and 

certainty/ . . , . , 

Thus while drafting pleadings the following points should be 

carefully kept in mind -- 

1 The material facts should be precisely, coherently and 
briefly. 

2 In all cases in which a party pleading relies on any 
misrepresentation, fraud, breach of trust, wilful default or 
undue influence and in all other cases in which particulars 
may be necessary, particulars shall be stated in the 
pleadings. 

3. In pleadings where a contract is alleged, a bare denial of the 
same by the opposite party shall be construed only as a 
denial in facts of the express contract alleged or o ® 
matters of fact from which the same /nay be implied, an 
not as a denial of the legality of sufficiency in the Law 

Contract. 

4 .. The pleading shall not state evidence by which they are 
be proved. 
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5 Whenever it Is material to allege malice, fraudulent intention 
knowledge or other condition of the mind of any person it 
shall be sufficient to allege the same as a fact without 
setting out the circumstances from which the same is to be 
Inferred. 

6 Whenever the contents of any documents are material, it 
shall be sufficient In any pleading to state the facts thereof 
as briefly as possible without setting out the whole or any 
part of material. 

7 Whenever It is material to allege notice to any person of any 
fact, matter or thing it shall be sufficient to allege such 
notice as a fact unless the form or the other precise terms of 
such notice or the circumstances from which condition 
precedent to the exercise of the right of suit, the plaintiff 
must plead and prove that the notice had been given and 
the condition precedent fulfilled. 

8 . No pleading shall, except by way of amendment, raise new 
grounds of claim or contain any allegation of fact 
inconsistent with the previous pleadings of the party 
pleading the same. 

9. Where any contract or any relation between any person is 
to be implied from a series of letters or conversations or 
otherwise from a number of circumstances, it shall be 
sufficient to allege such contract or relation as a fact, and to 
refer generally to such letters, conversations or 
circumstances without setting them out in detail. And if in 
such a case the person so pleading desires to rely in the 
alternative upon more contracts or relations than one as to 
be implied from such circumstances, he may state the same 
in the alternative

Q. 2. What are the fundamental rules of Pleadings? 

Ans. Fundamental Rules of Pleadings : The fundamental 
rules of pleadings according to the Code of Civil Procedure. 1908 are 

as under 

(1) Every pleading must state facts and not law. 

(2) It must state only the facts and material facts only 

(3) It must state only the facts on which the party pleading 
relies and not the evidence by which they are to be proved. 

(4) It must state such facts concisely with precision and 
certainty. 
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First Rule : The pleading should be confined to fact only and It 
is for the judge to draw such Inferences from those facts as are 
notice Rule 2 01 Order VI clearly directs that a pleading shall contain 
only a statement of material facts. For example it is bad to say that the 
defendant was bound to render accounts to the plaintiff. Facts making 
the defendant an accounting party should be clearly alleged such as 
the defendant was the agent of the plaintiff for purchase and sale of 
grain. Similarly the defendant is not in a suit for price of goods sold to 
him, entitled to plead that he is not liable. He should allege that he did 
not purchase the goods or that they were never delivered to him or 
that they were not of the quality ordered or that they were sold on 
credit which has not yet expired. However, this rule should not be 
considered to exclude all legal pleas to a suit or pleas denying the 
legal right. 

Second Rule : Every pleading should contain only a statement 
of material facts on which the party pleading relies for his claim or 
defence. This rule requires (/) that every party pleading must plead all 
material facts on which he intends to rely and (//') that he must plead 
material facts only and no fact which is immaterial should be pleaded. 
Every fact is material for the pleading of a party which he is bound to * 
prove at the trial (unless admitted by the other party) before he can 
succeed in his claim or defence. Facts which are not necessary to 
establish either a claim or defence are not material. This rule is 
subjected to the following three exceptions:-- 

(1) The performance or occurrence of any condition precedent 
need not be alleged, as its averment shall be implied in the 
pleading. If the other party means to contest the 
performance or occurrence of such condition, he is bound 
to set up the plea distinctly in his pleading. 

(2) Neither party need, in any pleading, allege any matter of 

fact which the law presumes in his favour or as to which the 
burden of proof lies on the other side unless the same hac 
first been specifically denied. 5 

(3) It is sometimes desirable to commence a plaint with some

Q. 3. What are the general rules of pleading. 

Ans. General Rules of pleading : General Rules as regards to 

pleading are as under:- ‘ . 

, 1 . Easy and explicit language : Every pleading ™st 

explicit, plain, and understandable language. To w fit ® . f 
uncertain and equivocal language and to take out the mea g 
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one’s own benefit at the hour of need is such a manner which is 
improper 

Similarly, use of such words having multiple meanings or use of 
words in such a manner as to which more meaning than one comes 
out, is also improper. It is amount to deceit other party and try to take 
unlawful benefit, which is also against good manners. 

In addition to this, Court gets awareness about the case at the 
time of framing issues therefore it is better that facts which would 
write down in pleading must be in easy and explicit language and 
there must come out same meaning which a presentor of pleading 
wants to show. 

Besides this, the facts which a plaintiff or a defendant wants to 
mention in pleading, should be correct and true in his belief or to his 
belief and there must not be shown any doubt about its writings and 
correctness from its expression. 

2. Facts : As pleading means plaint and written statement- 
therefore in case of a plaint, plaintiff should have write down those 
facts which prove his title and possession as regards to such movable 
or immovable property which is disputed. And he should write down 
such facts also as to which defendant’s interference with the same 
may appear and if a complaint personally relates to a plaintiff then he 
should write down such fact which is committed by the defendant or 
which a defendant was bound to do but he did not do it and if plaintiff 
wants a declaration in respect of any property or he wants to restraint 
the defendant from doing of any unlawful act in future then in that 
case, he should have mention those facts and acts due to occurrence 
or non-occurrence of which he has to suffer loss or there may be any 
apprehension of happening the same in future and due to which he 
feels need of bringing suit in this respect before Court 

.And in case of a written statement, a defendant should have 
write down such facts which acknowledged or not the facts stated by 
plaintiff in plaint and he should have write down such facts by reason 
of which his act or omission as complained of by the plaintiff, why 
happened or not. 

Besides this, if defendant do not agree with the claim of plaintiff 
or he relies on his claim in response thereof then he should have write 
down the facts in this regard. 

It happened sometimes that defendant is also in complain of 
any of such act of the plaintiff which is not present in a plaint or such 
other facts are also there which are in justifications of defendant’s act 
or omission, they should also be written down in a written statement 
The purpose of this rule is that the pleading should be confined 

to facts only, therefore, same must be expressed in it bv avoidina 
useless details. 7 y * 


3. Fact*, not law : This rule narrates that every pleading should 
be confined to facts only and parties should not plead conclusions of 
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law or of mixed law and fact; it is for the Coud to declare the law 
arising upon the facts before it. Parties should state the facts on which 
they rely for their claim or defence However legal objections may be 
raised by any party, whether plaintiff or defendant, in his pieading 

4. Material and merterial facts only : This rule narrates that 
such facts must be stated in pleading which are material and material 
facts only and facts which are immaterial should be avoided to 
express 

Material facts are those facts which are not only necessary to 
state by a plaintiff or a defendant side but also to prove by him in 
Court for getting decision in his favour For instance in a money suit 
this statement of plaintiff that the defendant has borrowed 5000 

rupees from him on___date which he has not yet paid to 

him are material facts and if he describe with the same fact that 
defendant is a dishonest person and due to his dishonesty, he is not 
willing to pay the same to him Then they will not be material iacts for 
the purpose of pleading. Therefore parties to pleading should state 
those facts only which are material to a case and not the immaterial 
one 

5. Material facts, not evidence : This rule narrates that every 
pleading must contain a statement of the material facts on which the 
party pleading relies, but not the evidence by which those facts are to * 
be proved It is an elementary rule in pleading, when a statement of 
fact is relied on. it is enough allege it simply, without setting the 
subordinate facts which are the means of proving it or evidence 
sustaining tne allegations 

No doubt evidence also consists of facts, but there is a 
convenient nomenclature to distinguish the two. The material facts on 
which the party pleading relies for his claim or defence are called 
facta probanda while the evidence or tacts by means of they are to be 
proved are called facta probantia. Therefore every pleading should 
contain facts which are facta probanda and not the facts which are 
facta probantia 

6. Material facts in concise form : This rule narrates that 
material facts must be stated in concise form but with precision and 
certainty The unnecessary facts must be omitted such as matters of 
evidence, matters of law, matter not alleged in opponent's pleading, 
matters presumed by law, the performance of condition precedent, 
the words of documents, matters affecting costs only, and matters not 
yet material to the case. • 

The defendant is not required to plead the prayer of the plaintiff 
or to damages claimed or their amount. Only unnecessary facts are to 
be omitted but necessary should in all cases be given. The language 
used should be terse and mastery of vocabulary and grammar of 
language in which pleading are drafted is essential. 

7. Sections : This rule narrates that every pleading must be 
divided on sections and such sections should come one after another 
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by stating against their numbers The benefit which gets by ai.;d«nq 
the pleading on sections is that it becomes less ambagious / one lac 
is express in one section, as it has always been done then fac’s 
come consecutively and mode ol stating facts become regular Due 
to stating one fact separately from another noun is being used instead 
of using personal pronoun And there also remains no chance o. its 
being complex, ambigious and doubtful And refusal or confession as 

regards to this can easily be made 

While writing the pleading, keep this thing in mind thatonei act 
should come in one section Whenever mo re facts would be written 
one section then there might fear of their being complex. 

8. Figures : This rule narrates that on every pleading dates 
sums and numbers must be expressed in figures The purpose 
doing so is just to avoid from unnecessary additions When sad 
things would be expressed in forms of words instead of f 9 ure s t e 
expression of pleading will be prolonged unnecessarily But the th g 
which is necessary to kept in mind is that said things mus ttfe 
down in clear form and there should not have any chance 
misunderstanding or misreading of the same but where there is tear of 
suchdelSkjn then in that case writing down of ordinary words and 
fiaures on one another would not create any problem

11 Effects 61 document : This rule narrates that where 
contents of any document are related to material facts of the case 
then “state the legal effect of the same as briefly as possible withou 
settinq out the whole or any part of it But where the precise words of 
documem o. a~y part of it are itself material fact then same must be 
stated meraHy For instance if a party relies of his claim on any sale 
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jeed then it is good for him to state that he has bought this property 
through a sale deed dated _____ ^ rom suc ^ person He must not 
set out the whole sale deed literally. But if he brought a suit against 
opposite party on the basis of any defamatory writings ( ) then 

he should have state each and every word of that part of writing which 
he considers defamatory against himself 

12. Notice : This rule narrates that where a party to pleading 
consider it necessary with his point of view that any person A/as 
notice of any fact, matter or thing then in that case it shall be-sufficient 
to allege such notice as fact. But if such notice or its true words or 
circumstances by which such notice proves, are material then said 
circumstances must be written down 

3 . Malice, knowledge, etc. : This rule narrates that where 
expression of malice, fraudulent intention, knowledge or other 
conditions of mind is necessary then these conditions must be written 
down as fact And such circumstances should not be stated in 
pleading by which condition of mind of any person proves because 
these circumstances are just evidence of this condition of mind but 
where such malice or fraudulent intention are material to the case 
then same must be stated down expressly 

14. Matter of legal presumption : This rule narrates neither 
party need in any pleading to allege such matter of tact which law 
presumes in his favour or as to which the burden of proof lies upon 
the other party Statement of this matter of fact would be necessary at 
this time when same has first been specifically denied by other party 
For instance law presumes that a bill of exchange is not issued 
without consideration therefore if a party sues on the basis of it then 
he needs not to state that bill of exchange was made for 
consideration. But if he sues on the consideration as substantive 
ground of claim, then he must have to allege such consideration 
specifically 

15. Documents relied upon : All documents relied upon by 
the plaintiff or defendant must be attached with pleadings. If such 

' document would not file at first hearing of the case, the party relying 
upon them shall subsequently debarred from producing them in 
evidence without being specifically permitted by the Court in this 
behalf. 

Q. 4. What is a Written Statement? State its component 

parts. 

Ans. Written Statement : The written defence or pleading of 
the defendant is called a written statement. A subsequent pleading 
filed by the plaintiff, either in reply to a defendant’s claim or set-off or 
with the leave of the Court, in answer to defendant's pleas in defence, 
is also called a Written Statement, but such reply is commonly known 
as Replication 

Its Components : The written statement can be divided into 
following heads- 
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1. The heading and the title or formal portion 

2. The body of the written statement:- 

(a) Admission and Denial part. 

(b) Additional pleas-- 
(/) Dilatory pleas. 

(/'/) Objection in point of law 

\iii) Special defences (Pleas in confession) 

(/V) Set-off 

3 Verification. 

I.The heading and the title : The heading of the written 
statement should be the same as that of the plaint Then there should 
be the number of the suit. Title also should be the same as that of the 
plaint with this difference that if there are several plaintiffs or 
defendants the name of the first plaintiff and defendant should only 
be written with the addition of words and another', or and others 

After the title the person on whose behalf the written statement is filed 
should be shown

3. No Pleading : No pleading is necessary to the formal 
allegations ot facts relating to jurisdiction of the Court or the valuation 
But it becomes necessary when the defendant denies the facts on 
which the plamtiff bases the jurisdiction of the Court 

4. Relief: The relief sought need not be specifically aerned 
Order VIII. rule 5 states the effect of the failure to conform rule 

3. C P C and it must not be read in a sense inconsistent with rule 3 
therefore a general. denial cannot mean a denial by implication 
According to rule 5 every allegation of tact in the plaint will be deemed 
to be admitted if in the written statement it is neither specifically 
.denied nor specifically stated to be not admitted The effect of this 
rule is to relieve the plaintiff from the obligation of proving such 
allegations in the plaint as are neither specifically denied nor stated to 
be not admitted in the written statement. 

(//') The denials must not be evasive : Order VIII, rule 4. C.P C 
bars the evasive denials of the plaintiff’s allegation Where a defendant 
denies an allegation of fact in the plaint, he must not do so evasively, 
but answer the point of substance This if it is alleged that he received 
a certain sum of money, it shall not be sufficient to deny that he 
received that particular amount, but he must deny that he received 
that sum or any part thereof or else set out how much he received. 
And if one allegation is made with diverse circumstances, it shall not 
be sufficient to deny it along with those circumstances. 

(b) Additional pleas. . 

(/) Dilatory Pleas : Dilatory pleas are those pleas which merely 
delay the trial of suit on merits. On the other hand pleas which go to 
the very rgot of the case are called pre-empty pleas or pleas in bar'. 
Dilatory pleas must be taken at the earliest possible opportunity. Such 
pleas should be decided by the Court before proceeding any further, 
for instance the plea that the Court-fee is insufficient, or that the suit is 
bad for misjoinder of causes of action, or that the defendant is a 
minor and he cannot be sued without the appointment of guardian. 

(ii) Objection in point of Law : An objection in point of law is 
an objection which defendant takes to a legal inference drawn by the 
plaintiff in his favour, while admitting or accepting as proved for the 
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sake of arguments the facts from which the plaintiff claims to draw 
such inference Ordinarily these objections are heard and decided at 
the time of trial but the Court should try that objection before 
proceeding to the trial of other issues, if the case or any part thereof 
can be disposed of on the decision or any such objection 

(Hi) Special defence : A special defence or plea of confessed 
and avoidance differs entirely from a mere traverse While a traverse 
merely contradicts and compels the plaintiff to prove the act a 
special defence justifies or excuses and the burben 0 proving facts 
on which such special defence is based lies on the de t fend ? t ! ai ? 0 d r e ^ 
VIII, rule 2 contains the rule. It says that the defendant must rai^e v 
his pleading all matters which show the suit not to be mamtamaWe ^

Ans. There are two kinds of set-off: 

(a) Legal set-off. 

(b) Equitable set-off 

(a) Ingredients to constitute a legal set-off : The following 
are the ingredients of legal set-off 

( 1 ) The suit in which the set-off is claimed, must be done for the 
recovery of money A suit on a negotiable instrument is a suit for 

money. 
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(2) The defendant 3 claim must be for an ascertained sum of 
money An ‘'ascertained sum of money means a sum of money of 
which the amount is fixed and known, it does not necessarily mean a 
sum admitted by the other side or decreed by the Court the words 
are used to distinguish it from unliquidated damages 

(3) The amount as debt must be legally recoverable therefore 
the sum due tc the defendant must not have bee ome barred by t aw 
of Limitation on the date of the suit, but where the amount of set olf 
exceeds plaintiffs claim and the defendant claims the surplus, the 
claim of set-off must be within time on the date of written statement 

/ e the date of making the claim A sum cannot be said to be legally 
recoverable where the plaintiff is not bound by law to pay it. or where

set-off within the jurisdiction of the Court the defendant can reduce

(7) Both parties must file the same character in the defendant s

(fc>) Equitable set-off : It is a set-off allowed on equitable 
grounds in respect of unascertained sum The right of set-off will be 
found to exist not only in the cases of mutual debts and credits but 
also where cross-demands arise out of one and the same transaction 
or are so connected in their nature and circumstances as to make it 
inequitable that the plaintiff should recover and the defendant be 
driven to a cross-suit 

Essentials of an equitable set-off : it is essential for a valid 
claim to an equitable set-off that the cross demands should have 
arisen out of the same transaction A plea of equitable set-off will not 
be available where it relates to different transaction 

Illustrations 

(1) Where a washerman who lost some of the articles given to 
him for washing sued his employer for wages, it was held that the

Ans. Object of provision for amendment of pleading : The 
object of the rule is that Courts should get at and try the merits of the 
cases that come before them and should consequently allow all 
amendments that may be necessary for the purpose of determining 
the real question in controversy between the parties provided it can 
be done without causing injustice to the other side Justice Bowen 
has very rightly remarked It is reproduced as follows -- 

It is a well established principle that the object of Courts is 
to decide the rights of the parties and not to punish them for 
mistakes they make in the conduct ot their cases by 
deciding otherwise than in accordance with their right I 
know of no kind of error or mistake which if not fraudulent 
or intended to over-reach, a Court ought not to correct, if it 
can be done without injustice to the other party The Courts 
do not exist for the sake of discipline but for the sake of 
deciding matters in controversy and I do not regard such 
amendments as a matter ot favour or grace It seems to me 
that as soon as it appears that the way in which the party 
has framed his case will not lead to a decision of the real 
matter in controversy, it is as much a matter of right on his 
part to have it corrected, if it can be done without injustice, 
as anything else in a case is matter of right." 

Q. 10. What are the different kinds of Amendments of 
pleading? 

Ans. Kinds of Amendment : There are four kinds of 
amendments These are as follows—

Q. 11. What are those circumstances under which the 
amendment of pleading should be refused by the Court?

(0) Useless or unnecessary amendment : Amendment 
should be allowed where such amendment does not substantiate the 
plaintiff s claims or it does not support the defendant’s case

A plaint should not be amended so as to take awav a vaiiri 
defence of limitation Such an addition of a new cause of action 
the period of limitation is generally refused under the follow"

(3) Where the application for amendment is not made in good 
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( 4 ) Where the amendment would introduce a totally different 
new and inconsistent case, and the application is made at a very late 

stage of the proceedings . , 

Amendment cannot ordinarily be allowed where it would 
convert the suit into one of a totally different character oasea not only 
on entirely different allegations but on allegations not wholly 
inconsistent with the original plaint and would involve a fresh trial with 
fresh pleadings and fresh evidence The general rule as laic down by 
Privy P CounJ in F.shar Chandra v Shayma Jiaran is that any 
amendment allowed must be such as is either raised with pleadings 
ons consistent with the case as originally laia and that the state of 
facts and equities and grounds or relief originally allowed and pleaded 
by the plaintiff should not be departed from 

Q 12. What is the effect of failure to amend the pleading 

within the time fixed? 

Ans When a party obtains leave to amend his pleading, he 
must amend it within such time as is allowed by the Court when giving 
leave to amend, or when no time is fixed by the Court within the days 
from the date of order Order VI, rule 18 provides "If a party wno has 
obtained an order for leave to amend does not amend accordingly 
* within the time limited lor that purpose by the order or if no time is 
thereby limited then within 14 days from the date of the order he shah 
not be permitted to amend after the expiration of such limited time as 
aloresaid or of such fourteen days, as the case may be, unless the 

time is extended by the Court , 

The result of such failure to amend the pleading is that the suit 
will be tried on the original pleading. In such cases the suit canno be 
dismissed nor can the pleading be rejected or struck out simply on 
the ground of failure of a party to amend the pleading within the time 
allowed to him The Court could reject a plaint if the party failed to 

comply with the order for amendment. 

The Court has discretion to extend the time even after the 
expiry of the period originally fixed and no appeal will lie against an 
order admitting an amended plaint after the time fixed 
Q. 13. What is cause of action? Explain. 

Ans, Cause of Action : The words Cause of action has 
nowhere been defined throughout the whole Code of Civil Procedure. 
In order to understand the meaning it is necessary to look into t e 
- judicial decisions and precedents. 

The words 'cause of action" is generally used in two different 
senses, re., (/) in a restricted sense; and (//) in a wider sense 

(/') In the restricted sense it means the circumstances forming 
the infringement of the right or the immediate occasion for the action 
(2) In the wider sense it is necessary conditions for the 
maintenance of the suit including not only the infringement of the 
right, but the infraction coupled with the right itself

action has been defined to mean "every fact which would ^ 
necessary for the plaintiff to prove, if traversed, in order to support C

•s necessary to be proved " 

Therefore it follows that the whole bundle of material facts 
which is necessary for the plaintiff to prove in order to entitle him to 
succeed in the suit is cause of ach'on. 

Now the cause of action has no relation whatever to the 
defence w'hicn may be set up by tne defendant, nor does it depend 
upon the character of the relief piayed for the plaintiff It refers entirely 
to the grounds set for in the plaint as the cause of action, or in other 
w'ords to the media upon which the plaintiff asks the Court to arrive at 
a conclusion in his favour"

Unilateral deeds are those which are executed 
only by one party As stated above such deeds are called "Deeds 
Pole" Powprs of-Attorney, Bonds and Wills fall under this category 
but in Pakistan it is quite usual and legal to have Mortgages, Sales 
and Gifts also executed by one party Under Sec 107 of the Transfer 
of Property Act, 1882 leases have to be by lateral documents.

is made and the acknowledgment of its receipt, if any. 

(6) Operative Words : Words like "Grants”. Agrees", 
"Confirms’. Sells’. Transfers". ’Conveyance" and "Assigns" are 
usually used to denote the purpose of the deed 

(7) Parcels : This is a description of the property which is the 
subject of transfer The greatest care has to be taken in describing the 
property and it is not unusual to add a schedule or an annexure in 
which the property is accurately and correctly described in such a 
manner as to be easily identifiable in ‘uture date and in case such 
propen / can be iden ified by boundaries or number in a record of 
sgftl 0 rfipnt o r sur 'ey tne documents should specify such boundaries 
or numbers If the property' affronts a Road, Street or hark or if it is 
occup'ed by a tenant, the name of the Road, Street, Park or tenant 
should also be given A plan may be attached or made part of the 
deed 

When the description of the property is long then it should be 
necessarily given in the schedule, and in the deed itself the reference 
should be made such as “The property known as Mozang Shopping 
Center situated at Lahore and fully described in the schedule hereto". 

(8) Habendum : This part of the deed usually begins with the 
words To have and to hold," but the modern practice to omit these 
words The purpose of the Habendum is to defy the interest conveyed 
to the transferee, whether the transfer is merely a life-interest or the 
creation of Trust or an absolute sale or a simple mortgage or a 
usufructuary mortgage. If the properly transferred is net free from 
encumbrances, this fact has to be mentioned with the details of the 
encumbrances but in case the property is free from encumbrances 
then a clear statement to this effect must go in the Habendum 
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(9) Exceptions and Reservations : In this part of the deed a 
the Exceptions and Reservations which are intended to be attached ti¬ 
the transfer should be clearly stated For example if it is desired tc 
lease out a parcel of a land the transferor may desire to retain the 
right to extract minerals therefrom, or again a person may reserve the 
right to pass remoteral over the land demise, or the transferor may

(10) Covenants .-Almost from all documents whether a sale 
lease or mortgage must contain terms by which the parties bind 
themselves It is not necessary to mention such covenants as are 
attached by law uniess the parties agree do not abide by them For 
instance a lease under the Transfer of Property Act implies the right 
to lessee to sub-let In case the lessor does not intend to give this 
right to the lessee though it is at variance with the law. this must be 
clearly embodied in the covenants.

Ans. Introduction : A Conveyance which transfers the rights of 
the transferor to the transferee for consideration, should contain the 
consideration clause in the deed itself, otherwise such deeds may be 
declared void for being without consideration, as provided by the 
Contract Act.

Q. 9. What is a Mortgage ? Who may mortgage and who 
may be a mortgagee ? 

Ans. Mortgage : A mortgage is a transfer of an interest in 
specific immovable property as security for the re-payment of money 
advanced or to be advanced by way of loan, or an existing or future 
debt or the performance of an engagement which may give rise to a 
pecuniary liability The right created by the transfer is accessory to the 
right to recover the debt The nature of the right transferied depends 
upon the form of mortgage The following are the different forms of 


mortgage which are popular - 



1 Simple mortgage,

sale.

Who may mortgage : Any living person, company or 
association or body of individuals, who has an Interest in immovable 
property can mortgage hat interest. Idols in whom the property is 
vested are also recognised as juristic persons capable of transferring, 
acceptino transfers of property But no one can mortgage an interest 
more than he possesses himself, e g a lessee can mortgage his 
•ease noid nghts only Further a person not capable ol entering into a 
contract e q a lunatic, a minor, etc., cannot create a mortgage. 

Who may be a mortgagee : Any person capable of homing 
property may take a mortgage, unless he is disqualified by any 
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special law from doing so. A minor may be a mortgagee but as he 
Cannot enter into a contract, the mortgage should not involve any 
covenants by him

Chapter 4 

Will 

Q. 16. What do you understand by the term ‘Will’? Who 
may Will ? 

Ans. Will A Will means the legal declaration of the intention of 
a testator with respect to his property, which he desires to be carried 
into effect after his death. Under Sec. 2 ( h) oMhe Succession Act, 
1925. a Will is defined as the legal declaration of the intention of a 
testator with respect to his property which he desires to be carried 
into effect after his death. Will fall broadly into two classes- 

(a) Privileged Wills, and 

( b) Unprivileged Wills. 


Who may Will : Every person of sound mind not being a minor 
can dispose of his property by Will. A married woman can dispose of 
by Will of any property which, she could alienate by her own act 
during her life. Persons who are deaf and dumb or blind or not 
thereby incapacitated for making a Will if they are able to know what 
they do by it. A person who is ordinarily insane can make a will during 
an interval in which he is of mind. No person can make a Will while he 
is in such a state of sound mind, whether arising from intoxication or 
from illness or from any other cause, that he does not know what he is 
doing A father whatever ms age may be can by Will aonoint a 
guardian or guardians for his child during minority 
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bequest after the death of the testator and if the bequest be to non¬ 
heir it will be valid only to the extent of one-third of the surplus of his 
estate after payment of funeral expenses and debts and the bequest 
in excess of the legal third cannot take effect unless the heirs consent 
thereto after the death of the testator. 

Q. 17. What do you understand by Revocation of a Will? 
How is it effected? 

Ans. Revocation of a Will : When the testator in his life can 
intend to change the terms of the Will already executed by him, or 
cancels the same in toto, the said act is called "the revocation of the 
Will" 

How revocation is made : A Will is liable to be revoked or 
altered by the maker of it at any time when he is competent to 
dispose of his property by Will. No unprivileged Will nor any part 
thereof can be revoked otherwise than by marriage or by another Will 
or codicil or by some writing declaring an intention to revoke the 
same and executed in the manner in which an unprivileged Will is 
hereinafter required to be executed or by the burning, tearing or 
otherwise destroying the same by the testator or by some person in 
his presence and by his direction with the intention of revoking the 
same 

Q. 18. Give a short form of a revocation of a Will.

Lease 


Q. 21. Define Lease. State how a lease is made. 

Ans. Lease . When immovable property is transferred for a 
specified period from the possession of one person to another for a 
consideration the transaction is called a lease. and when the subject 
of such a transfer is movable property the transaction is called a hire 
The consideration may be price-paid or promised or moiety, a share 
of crops, service or any other thing of value to be rendered 
periodically or on specified occasions to the transferor by the 
transferee 

In the case of a lease of immovable property the transferor is 
called the lessor, the transferee is called the lessee and the price is 
called the premium ; and the money, share service or the thing to be 
periodically rendered is called rent In the case of a hire of immovable 
property the transferee is called the hirer. 

Lease how made : A lease of immovable property from year to 
year or for any term exceeding one year or reserving a yearly rent can 
be marie only by a registered instrument. All other leases of 
immovable property may be made either by a registered instrument or 
by oral agreement accompanied by delivery of possession Where a 
lease of immovable property is made by a registered instrument, such 
instrument and or when there are more instrument than one each 
such instrument shall be executed by both the lessor and the lessee 
(S 107 Transfer of Property Act) Sec. 117 of the same Act makes the 
chapter on leases inapplicable to leases for agriculture purposes 
Consequently the letting out of agricultural land need not be by a 
document

Chapter 6 

Partnership 

Q. 26. Define Partnership Partner, Firm and firm name. 

Ans. Partnership : Partnership is an agreement whereby two 
or more persons contribute money, goods and labour that the 
resulting profit or loss shall fall to all rateably. The more precise and 
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legal definition of partnership is that it is the relation between persons 
who have agreed to share the profits of a business carried on by all or 
any of them acting for all. 

Who can be partners : Every person who is competent to 
contract can be a partner in a firm. Minors cannot be partners but 
under the provisions of Sec. 30 of the Partnership Act a minor can' 
elect to become a partner or elect to keep away from the partnership. 

If he does not elect to keep away he shall be deemed to be a partner 
after six months of attaining majority or six months after coming to 
* know of is admission, whichever period is later. 

Partner, Firm and firm-name : Persons who have entered into 
partnership with one another are called individually partners and 
collectively a firm, and the name under which their business is carried 
on is called firm name. 

Q. 27. Please draft a deed of Partnership between two 
partners containing the popular and legal clauses. 

Ans This deed of partnership made this 12th day of 
September. 1973. between Shahid Mahmood, aged about 30 years, 
son of Arsnad Mahmood resident of 1C 7 , Zero Read.

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13. The partnership shall be deemed to be continuing on the 
admission of a fresh partner or partners provided the 
admission on the terms herein laid down and is approved 
by all the partners. 

14 Every partner shall be entitled to dissolve the partnership in 
the event of the other committing breach of the conditions 
herein covenanted The partnership may be dissolved by a 
notice in writing sent by registered post to the address 
herein given or such address as may be registered from 
time to time with the Registrar of Firms. On the dissolution 
of the firm under this clause the expelled partner shall be 
entitled to the profits of the partnership, nor liable for any 
loss incurred as from the date of dissolution.

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Chapter 7 

Family Settlement 

Q. 30 What do you understand by the term ‘Partition ? Has 
the Court any power to sell away the property sought to be 
partitioned? Can there be a binding agreement forbidding 
partition? 

Ans. Partition : Partition is the division of lands, tenement, and 
all othe r properties belonging to the co-owners and the allotments 
among them of tne parts so as to put an end to community of 
ownership between some or all of them To be precise, it is the 
division or an agreement for division in severalty of a property which 
has been held in common by co-owners 

Power of the Court to sell instead of partition : The Partition 

Act (IV of 1393) was passed for purpose of giving powers to the Court 
to sell immovable properties in a suit for partition, where the partition 
'would amount to inconvenience and difficulty for the separating co¬ 
owners These powers are contained in Secs 2 and 9 of the said Act 
It furtner gives powers to the Court to distribute the proceeds among 
the co-owners according to their shares. 

Agreement forbidding partition : An agreement made 
between the co-parcenary to the effect that they shall not partition 
theif co parcenary property in binding on them, but if the said 
agreement also binds their heirs then such agreements-are not 
binding on the heirs. 

Q. 31. One A B who married twice, died in the year 1976, 
leaving behind C D his widow, and E F, and G H, two sons of the 
pre-deceased wife C D filed a suit claiming all the family property 
on the basis of a Will said to be executed by A B in her favour, E F 
and G H were contesting the suit challenging tne genuineness of 
the Will. Now the parties have agreed to compromise the suit by a 
family settlement. 

Please draft a deed of Family Settlement for the parties. 

Ans This deed made on the Tenth day of March, in the year 
one thousand nine hundred and eighty (10-3-1990). between C D 
[hereinafter called the First Party] of one part and E F [hereinafter . 
called the Second Party] of the second part and G H [hereinafter 
called the Third Party] of the third part Whereas the parties hereto are 
the widow and the two sons (by the pre-deceased wife) respectively 
of late A B who died in the year 1986.

Agreement 

Q 35. Define an Agreement and give its essentials. 

Ans Agreement : An agreement is either a promise or a group 
of promises, it is an act of two or more parties An agreement has 
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been defined as every promise and every set of promise forming the 
consideration of each other. [Sec. 2 (e), Contract Act ] 

Essentials of Agreement : According to Sec. 10 of the 
Contract Act. an agreement must fulfil the following conditions before 
it could be legally binding: 

(1) It must be made by the free consent of the parties, 

(2) The parties must be competent to contract, 

(3) The consideration and the object must be lawful, and 

(4) Must not be expressly declared to be void under the 
Contract Act, e g., agreement in restraint of marriage other than that 
of a minor, agreement in restraint of trade agreement in restraint of 
legal proceedings, agreement meaning of which is not certain or 
capable of being made certain and wagering agreement. The last- 
mentioned classes of agreements have been expressly declared to be 
void by Secs. 26 to -30 of the Contract Act. The provisions whereof 
should be carefully studied and kept in view.

Acknowledgment

Stamp Act defines an 
Acknowledgment to be a writing signed or written by or on behalf of a 
debtor in order to supply evidence of a debt in any book (other than a 
Banker’s pass book) or on a separate piece of paper when such book 
or paper is left in the creditor’s possession : Provided that it does not 
contain in any promise to pay the debt or any stipulation to interest or 
to deliver any goods or other property. An acknowledgment under the 
Limitation Act must be made in writing signed by the party or on his 
behalf and acknowledging liability in respect of property or right 
before the expiration of the period prescribed for a suit or application 
in respect of such property or right. Under Muslim Law when the 
paternity of a child that his illegitimate descent from his father cannot 
be proved by establishing a marriage between the parents at the time 
of his conception or birth acknowledgment provides a method 
whereby such marriage and legitimate descent can be established as 
a matter of substantive law for the purpose of inheritance An 
Acknowledgment once made cannot be revoked.

Chapter 13 

Notice 

O. 61. Define a Notice and state its purpose. What is the 
presumption with regard to the service of notice through post? 

Ans. Notice : A notice is the information of the mind of the 
giver to the addressee in clear and unambiguous language that the 
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addressee is called upon to do or not to do certain acts failing which 
the giver will take legal redress 

The issuing of the notice may be a statutory duty or merely 
optional, but in either case the purpose of a notice is to inform its 
recipient precisely and clearly his mind. There must not only be clear 
proof of the dispatch of a notice, but in order to fix liability on the 
addressee there must also be a clear proof of the notice having been 
received by the addressee. 

Presumption about the service of Notice : Sec 27 of the 

General Clauses Act. 1897. lays down that--Where any Central Act or 
Regulation made after the commencement of this Act authorises or 
requires any document to be served by post, whether the expression 
serve or either of the expression give’ or send or any other 
expression is used, then, unless a different intention appears, the 
service shall be deemed to be effected by properly addressing pre 
paying and posting by registered post a letter containing the
